1. Although the form of several of your claims are written in a non-patentable 
form, if claims 1 and 2 are treated as if they were worded as first medical use 
claims it appears that claims 1, 2, 4 and 7-10 at least of your application may not be 
new and/or have an inventive step in view of what is disclosed in the documents 
cited in the search report, which are only selected examples of vitamin D analogues 
used in therapy.
